I. (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 0.084 billion exten¬ 
ded by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of 
Japan (OECF) for financing the import requirement^ 
of the Indira Gandhi Nahar Project (Engg. Services), 
Rajasthan State Govt, is untied in favour of Japan, 
developing countries (includina India) and all member 
countries of OEICD.

1. (ii) Import Licencc(s) under the Credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as have 
been soecifically cleared by the 1 XjTD[CG Committee.

I (ix) This condition of the placement of contracts 
within 4 months period will be treated as not having 
been complied with unless complete contract docu¬ 
ments reach the Ministry of Finance, Departnieiit of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm 
orders as explained in para l(viii) above cannot be 
placed within four months for valid reasons, the 
licensee .should submit the import licence to the con¬ 
cerned licensing authorities giving reasons why order¬ 
ing could not be completed within four months. Such 
requests for extension in the ordering period will be 
considered on merit by the licensing authorities who 
may grant extension upto a further maximum period 
of 4 months. If, however, extension i.s sought beyond 
8 months from the date of issue of the import licence 
-such proposals will invariably be referred by the 
Licensing authorities to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Japan Section), Ministry of Finance, North 
Block, New Delhi who will con.sider such extension 
on the merits of each case and communicate their 
decision to the licensing authorities for communica¬ 
tion to the licensee, Oulv on production by the 
licensee of a letter from the licenslDg authorities 
.sanctioning such extension will be authorised dealer: 
and departmental authorities permit the facility of 
letter of authority for the establishment of letter of 
credit, acceptance of deposits of the rupee equivalent 
etc. in respect of supply contracts entered into under 
the import licence. 

I (x) All payments must be completed within 4 
month.s from the expiry of the import licence. Indi¬ 
vidual payments must be arranged upon shipment of 
goods. The contract should provide for payment on 
cash basis i.e, on presentation of shipping documents. 
No credit facility of any kind will be permitted to be 
availed of by the Indian importer from the Overseas 
supplier. The contract should provide or the period 
of delivery of goods as follows ;

Letter of Credit but to be completed latest 
by the end of . 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be 
noted that this date should not be beyond 31-10-92. 

Section 11—.special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a supply contract. 

II (i) The FOB)C&F value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be 
omitted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s commis¬ 
sion, if any, which should be paid in Indian rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be 
e,xpre.ssed in Indian rupees or in any other currency. 
The purchase order and the supplier’s .'rdcr confir¬ 
mation should be in English only. 

II (ii) Procurement of all goods and services to 
be financed out of the proceeds of the loan shall be 
made in accordance with the guidelines for procure¬ 
ment under the loan with the following supplemental 
stipulations :—

(a) lu case of procurement of goods and ser¬ 
vices of value estimated to be not less than 
500 million Yen. 

(i) Prior approval of OECF shall be obtained 
if it is proposed to adopt procurement 
procedure other than the Open Inter¬ 
national Tendering with Prequalilicaiion, 
submitting to OECF an application for 
approval of procurement method. 

(ii) Prior to issuing a notice of award to suc- 
ce.ssful bidder, the application for appro¬ 
val of award with bid evaluation report 
shall be submitted to OECF for review 
concurrence. Alongwith; the above 
application for approval of award and 
bid evaluation, the documents etc. will 
also be submitted to OECF for its 
reference to OECF for its review. 

(b) In case of procurement of goods and ser¬ 
vices of value estimated to be les.s than Yen 
500 million prior approval of OECF is not 
required for award of contract. Flowcver, 
if OECF requests, the tender evaluation 
reports etc. will be submitted to OECF for 
its review. 

(c) When consulting firms are employed, such 
firms shall satisfy all of the following 
conditions : 

(i) A majority of the subscribed shares shall 
be held by nationals of the Eligible 
Source Countries; 

(ii> A majority of the full-time directors shall 
be nationals of the Eligible Source 
Countries ; 

(iii) such firms shall be incorporated and 
registered in the Eligible Source Count¬ 
ries. 

(d) Prior approval of OECF shall also be 

obtained of the following documents far 
employment of the consultants : 

(i) Terms of Reference ; 

(ii) Short List of Consultants ; 

(iii) Letter of Invitation; 

(iv Evaluation Report including summary 
Evaluation Sheet. 

(e) The following declaration as to the eligi¬ 
bility of the Consultant, signed and dated 
by the Consultant, shall be attached to each 
contract :

II (iv) Only one contract should be entered into 
against the import licence. In e.xceptional cases, 
more than one contract may bo permitted to be 
entered into, for which prior approval of the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section), Ministry 
of Finance, should be obtained soon after the date 
of issue of the import licence.
